The Shanghai branch of the China 


Agsocialion has in the last two or threc 
months been variously criticised for the 
telegram that inspire] Mr. R. S. Gunpry's 
famous letier t: the Foreign Office.

DR. ORRISON’S SPEECH. 


(Daily Press, January 7th). 

T .e after-dinner speech of Dr. Morrison 
to the China Association in London has 
made a sensation since, if it did not palpably 
do so at the time. Perhaps if the famous 
correspondent had been addressing the 
members of a branch, rather than the 
members of the central Association, he 
might not have been given so pat‘ent a 
hearing. Toere isno doubt that cold-drawn 
extract of fu gquoque in the Morrisonian 
manner igs uot palatible, and we have 
usually been ata lo:s for a subject before 
we have, on rare occasions, adopted that line 
of argument. It is, of course, an easy ono 
to take, and seems more telling than it 
perhaps would bo under analysis. It is 
certainly difficult to answer, and that is 
doubtless why no speaker ventured to follow 
Dr. Mosrrson’s ironic outburat with agy 
sort ofa rejoinder. From the poiat of view 
of the Association, we ourselves considered 
it best left unanswered, but others have not 
thought the same. One writer on Chinese 
topics has attacked Dr. MoRRison’s position 
with cons‘derable energy. He writes: 

“Tn regard to a large number of national 
shortcomings, the comparison is not one of 
principle but of degree. There are certain 
national faults which will be found ia ex- 
istence more or less everywhere and with 
regard to them, the question is not whether 
a given nution is entirely free from them 
while another shows that it is subject to 
them, but the extent and often even the 
manner in which they are fouhd in the one 
or the other. To say that it is of no grest — 
consequence that there 1s corruption among 
Chinese officials because there are many 
European nations among whom the sama 
shortcomiog is to be found is but a poor 
excuse for the universil venality, which the 
Chinese themselves so mush complain of. 
It would be an answer if it were showo thit 
the corruption in question was pot much 
more extensive than that which is to be 
found in most other coun'ries, or in any 
which can claim to ba reasonably well 
governed. In the same wy fo point 
out that we veel not complain of 
the faultiness of the Chinese judici.l 
system including the convenient method 
of eliciting evidenca by torture, because 
occasionally there are serious miscarriages 
of justice in thoroughly civilised countries, 
is after all perhaps clever barinage, but 
certainly not serious argument. The best 
of human laws are liuble at times to prove 
defective, but this forms no excuse for the 
continued use in the present day of torture 
or a resort to barbarous punishments, which 
many of the most enlightansd Chinese 
Statesmen still hold to be necessary fur the 
maintenance of order.” 

The writer goes on to argue that the real 
matter for comparison is not one of con- 
duct. Lut of standards, a point we have 
dealt. with before. It is almost equally 
liable to the tw quoque, when any race is 
under criticism. He regrets that so good 
an authority as Dr. Morrrson should have 
resorted to such an ad captandum line of 
argutaent, and confesses that “ it fs some- 
what trying to a Britisher's patience to be 
told in’ almost so many words that his 
country is nearly as corrupt as China be- 
cause during the rush and push of a war, 
some unscrupulois men took the opportu- 
nity to lias their pookets at the expense of 
the commisaariat. “‘ We,’ he said, ‘ who 
knew how bigh were the a lministrative 
ideals both in this country and in Aumerica, 
wh. remembered how unscatbe | we emerged 
from those amazing euquiries into the ex- 
penditure in connection with some of oar 
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recent wars, na‘urally condemned adminis- 
trative methods in China tLat were not up 
to our standard.’ The satire is pungent 
and would be telling, but for the slight 
difference which was perhaps excusably over- 
looked in an after dinner apeech, that the 
corruption in question took place under 
totally exceptional and burried conditions, 
and weg rigidly enquired into—while that 
in China (if the Chinese themselves are to 
be believed) is perennial, and is ree gnised 
and encouraged at headquarters.” 

Surely it is a jitt!e too much to say, even 
of Mandarindom, that it encourages official 
peculations, What the writer means is 
protably that one Chinese official dees not 
denounce another for such dishoncsty, that 
dog does not eat dog. But even there have 
foreigners the right to claim such infinite 
superiority ? We would like to think so, 
buf With numerous cases of “ hushing up” 
in mind, we have to admit that even there 
the-Chinere are only showing the same con- 
sideration of class for class. Sometimes we 
have no mercy on those of our number who 
disgrace us by being fuund out, but then, 
the Ch'nese can claim that much. On the 
tale of rnauk the writer quofed is manife-tly 
unhappy. He eays that Dr, Moneison was 
as “fur from the mark (as he ofall people 
must well have known) in comparing the 
sales of ‘rank’ in Chiua to the dignities 
which are conferred at home (albeit perbaps, 
a little too Jiberally) upon ‘ non-descript 
capitalists of alien origin, whose entry into 
their ranks was addivg so greatly to the 
dignity «and prestige of our heredilary 
aristocracy.’ » There is no particular reason 
why wealth as well as any other power in 
the state should wot be recognised in the 
House of Lords, or otherwise, but baukers, 
brewers, or other capitalists, who receive 
such distinction don't pay the Government 
or the King for conferriug dignities upon 
them.” What does it matter whom they 
pay—to the Party fund, or to s.me persou 
with interest? It is all the more discredit- 
able the more it is sub rosa. It is a very 
wedk niswer, indeed, and would much better 
have been le/t unattempted. More to the 
point is his reminder that two wrongs do 
not make aright, but then Dr. Morrison 
never suggested that they did. All he was 
doing was to give the Chinn As-ociution a 
modern version of the mote and beam 
parable, a lesson which, in view of our 
remarks yesterday, was perhaps not 
untimely.

’ of the open spaces on the ground and first flrors 
being curtailed below the reqniremonts of tha 
Ordinan-s as shown in the acco vpanring plane, 
We beg to point ont that the ground floor ia 
not to be used at all for sleeping purposes. 
The frontage of ths block is ocoupied entirely 
by shops whioh are well lighted and ventilated 
from the front and (with tha excaplion of one 
shop) from the back. The rst of this 
floor is to bansed asa godown, store, bigzage, 
boiler and engine room the portion of 
the yar. deemed to be covered over, for 
the use of receiving and unpacking gonds 
The first floor with tha exo plion of ona 
bedroom attached to tae private suita is nonot 
to be used for sleeping pirposes. Tha other 
rooms comprising reading, smoking, billiard, 
aid bar rooms are all well lighted and ventilat- 
ed. The cloak aul sewing rooms are tn be 
ten feet in height and the portion shown 
ag acovered yard is required as a was ing 
up yard, The cther upper floors ara utilived 
for bedrooms and the open space for each 
floor ia considerably in excasa of th» require- 
ments of tha Ordinance. All tha bedrooms 
have been arranged as far as poesible so 
as to get thorough ventilation from tha air 
spaces both back and front. and wa thiok the 
Board will recognise that the arrang-ment of 
the new plan is an improvement on the plan 
which was sanctioned in 19°5. The area of the 
building on each floor and the area of the open 
and unobstructed spaces is the same as marked 
on the plan.

the profession that I endeavour, ss far ax p.s- 
sible, to look at the case from a fresh standpoint, 
if such is pot before the Fall Court on more 
solemn arbitration. Now. in this casa there 
was a fresh standpoint put forward; but before 
dealing with it, I desire to aay that this was 
eminently a case in which a second argament 
was rightly put before the Court, quite apart 
from the fact that it has produce! a differenca 
of opinion between the Judges, The case 
is excedingly puzzling; and all I can a y is 
that, if people will (angle th mselves up in so 
Gordian a fashicn, they must not ba gurpris~d 
if this entanglement in licu of culting the 
knot is sn expensive process. The facts ara 
sufficiently set out in the report of tha case i. 
the Court, and I need not recapitulate them. 
I ahall onl. refer to the first part of it with 
which the appellant quarie's. {niny judgment 
in the Court below 1 said: “The casu stauds 
thus: Were the circumatan es such as to entitle 
the Uniled States to re cind its contract with 
Ostacia, and go entitle that Company to rescind 
its contract with Cail wilz, and 8: entitle 
Carlowits, to re:cind their c-ntract with the 
owners?” Tt now transpires that one ‘mpurtant 
fact was omitted here from con-ideration: that 
the first rescission was by Ostucia of the 
contract with Carlowitz, that then Carlowits 
resvinded ; aud that this occurred prior to the 
rescission of tha United states Gorernmen' 
which occurred five days afterward, and was ap- 
paren!ly independent of tie rescission by Ostacia 
and Carlowilz, There was therefore no resci-sion 
en suite as t had assumed, and the quewti-u is 
whether Carlowitz could resciud independently 
of any action by the United Stat a The 
contractual relationship arising out of tha 
churter party atill existed between Carlowitz 
and the owners; it was uot broken by thea gu-- 
charter to Ostacia, still less by tha re-char‘er by 
Ostacia to the United States; and it was urg-d 
that all the consequences of this relationship 
most ensue, including tha right t» rescind for 
good cause. I am of opinion for the ratsons 
given in my judgment, that the failure 
to deliver the vessel every day during the 
continuance of the charter party entitled 
the charterer to rescind it, and did not 


give rise merely to ao action for damag-r. { 


The question resolves itself th refore into | 
this :—Can it be sai-! that in the circumstances 
which actually happened there was a failure 
to celiver the vessel to the char‘erers, +e, 
to them through the United States Govern- 
ment? The United States Government had 
not definitely renounced all hope of getting the 
shipin spite of these threats of cuncellation, 
and therefore it might be said that tla char- 
terers had not definitely renounced all hop: 
but did that (berefore deprive thom of all 
right to act? Even this does not state the ° 
position quite accurately, Carlowitz cancelled | 
with the owners because Ustacia lind cancelled | 
with them, reporting the cause—ile failarw 
to deliver. Can it be s:id that Curloaitz 
was bound to enquire further into the cir- | 
oumstances to see if Ostacia's cancrllatli-n was | 
justified P The position o1n b+ put iu this 
way :— Were Carlowitz bound to wait till the ;

In the circumstances — 
endlees delay in putting the ship at the service 
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of cancellation—TI am very strongly of oniaion 
that they were entitled to act and tak» the 
consequences. ‘Thera songeqnanceas might have 
bean. if (ha United Sates had renented, and 
ultimately dacided to take the versral on agait, 
that. thera won'd have been no ship at all at 
their disposal, for tha owners might have sant 
her elsowhere - directly tha charter pirty wis 
cancellad, The result wonld hava been an 
action for damages for hreach of the agraamant. 
In the avant the United States Governman} 
did canoal so that thera wera nv enngequ sncas. 
Being therefore of opinion that Oatacia could 
act T am also of opinion that Carlowitz was 
entitled to act. Tha whole qnastion appaars to 
mo tofnrnon the fact that thera was no anb- 
charter by Oxtacia to the United Statag Govern- 
men', but an independent agreemant itself 
giving rise to rights and duties batween tha 
parties and, it mnet specially ba aonted, 
an agreement which really has no legal 
crxnnection in tha Carlowifz charter pirty 
for if contemplated an extansion of the 
bire of tha vassal bavond the tim» covered aven 
by Carlaowitz's extended term. I think this is 
an important matter on which stress has not 
been laid enfficiont'y, for the whale of thaca 
eceurrences might hava hanpened after the 
termination of the charter party and T cannot 
sea how tha posilina of affairs as batween 
Os'acia and the United States Gaov-rament cin 
vary accordingly as Lha Ostacia-Cirlowilz ohar- 
ter was in exisfance or not, [ agraa to this:— 
That ao far as the owners ara einc:roed Carlo- 
witz stands in tha cama position ag Oatacia, 
and that co far as Oatacia iz cancerned Carlo- 
wilz elands in tha eam novition as (ha awners, 
buf this shows that tha righfe wa hava to can- 
gj ler ara rights arising ont of the chirter party 
a'd not ont of an independant contract, to 
which althoach all parties knew all ahout it 
Carlawitz were not in fact parties. This can 
hest. hs tested bs asking the qnestion—Could 
the United Sta‘as Govarnment have ened aithar 
Carlowitz or the ownara? [ think not. The 
fact tharefora haing that the ship was not 
delivered [ think this justifiad Oxtacia in oan- 
colling in virtua of righ's ar’sing ont of tha 
charter party, quite regardless of what its 
position would hava baen visa vis tha United 
States (Cfavernmant, and as Oatscia’a crn- 
callatian was right so Carlowi'z’s caucellation 
must have baan right T, therafore, thi-k that 
the judgment should stand ani the appaal be 
dismisgad with coate, 

Tha Pnhisna Jnd-ea—I reagrat fo disagree 
with the jadgmant of tha leirned Chief Justice, 
and [ will simply content mysIf by stating 
that I think Carlowilz was nof entitlad to 
eancal at tha timathey did Therefore I think 
the appeal shanid be allowed, and supposing 
it to be allowed. tha question of the amounta 
dna by the parties will be a matter for further 
consideration.

RICSHA CUOLIES STRIKE. 
Considerable inconvenience caused the 
geueral pablic on Jan, 6th by ra of the fact 
that all the publio ricsha coolies om- the {sland 


went on atrike. By a ouNions| coincidence 
the tramway servios was dislocated at the 
same time, sad it was at one time 
feared that the coolies were responsible 
for this, Sach was not the onse, how- 
ever, for a fliw was found in a cable 
at Wuinohai, and whea this had been 


attended to the trams were once more set in 
motion. Lhe ricsha trouble is between ooolies 
and masters, and Chines sabsidiary coin is said 
to by at the root of the strike. Owners of 
rioshas are rrqaired to pay the Governmoat » 
lioguce fee of $72 a yor, and this in 
the legal tender of the Colony. Rioshas 
are hired out to the coolies at from 35 
to 45 cents a diy, and 50 osnts for the 
new ricsha. The balk of the coo'ie’s fares is 
piid in Chinese coin, an it isin this coin that 
he pays bis master’s hire. Ou account of this 
the owners of vehicles on th: island decided 
recently to inoresse the hire of ricshas by four 
cents, giving a8 a reason that they loat a oon- 
siderable sam by converting the Uhiuese cola 
into Hongkong dollars to pay licence fees. 
When this iuformation was made kunown to 
the coolies they promptly went out on strike, 
and on Monday publio ricshas were not to bs 
had in the city. 

It ssems strange that the owners should bs 
making this plea at this (ime of day, sseiug 
that the discount on subsitiary oolong, both 
orpper and silver, is l.wer thau it has beoa 
for the past three yeara at the least. six months 
ago the discount on the Uhinese 20 oent 
pieces was nearly §9 per cent; on the 10 oent 
piec- 3 it was $93). On the Hongkong 20 cent 
piec s the diszount was $7.50 per ceat; and on 


the 10 cent pieces, $7.65 per cent. On Monday 
the discount on these coins was: 
Chineso 20 cent pieces $4.10 per cent 
Chinese 10 cent pieces 4,50 per ceat. 
Hongkong 2 cent pieces 3.8 ) per cent, 
Hongkong 10 cent pieces 4,U0 per cent. 


From this it will be seen that if the aotion 
taken by the owners was for the csuse stated, it 
should have b:eo taken months, or even yaars 
ago. Another alleged caus: of the strike is the 
introduction of the new rubber tyred ricsha, 
1 hese vehicles with their white oc »vered seats 
have been greatly sg, aba by the general 
public, and of course, have reliaved those owners 
who are without them of a cossiderable share of 
the pablic patronage, The proprietors who have 
not yet provided up-to-date vehicles have resort- 
ed to the plan of covering the second class 
riosbas with white covers, and this additional 
exp ‘use, it appears, they decided that the pullers 
sbuuld share with them, bence the reason for 
the increased hice. 

Whatever the cause for the additional levy 
the ocoolies were not prepared to pay it, and 
the discontent which Las provailed for some- 
time oulmin td iu the strike, Many of 
the pullers, it appe:re, wore williug to continue 
work, bat the msjorily ruled, and ia view of 
probabl« molestation they desisted. So great 
was the discontent ab ut the ricsha depéte that 
distarbsoces were feared, bat theses wure pre- 
vented by the prompt action of the pales; 
who have wide several arrests. In « few 
instsnoca the atrsy rioshs paller who ea lear- 
oured to covtinue work came ia for a roug) 
handling. One in/\:p0e ia reported where 
European p \ saadedsa coolie to pull him into the 
city, bat the La-xay was cat short by a number. 
of strikers who held. ap the paller, ordered the 
Furopean to alight, and capriasd the vehiole.

Should it be found 
necessary to increase the fee for hiring ricshas 
later, the owners iiavs promised to consult 
the Goverom:nt before taking action. The 
strike was declared ended at 6 p.m. on Monday 
and ricsbas were to be had in all parts of the city. 
Bome 3,0.'0 coolies were ssid to be affeoied by the 
strike, 80 it isa fortunate thing for all parties 
4 bat it ended so quickly. 


A BLUEJACKET’S DEATIL 


At the Magistracy on January 9th before 
Mr. BH. H J. Gompertz sitting as coroner, and 
Messrs. W. . D. Turner (foremin) J. U. 
Kaptyo and J. E. Meyer, jurors, an inquiry 
was held into the canse of death of Signalman 
BR. H. Street of H.M.S. * Tamar,’ whore body 
was found in the harbour on D.cember 220d. 

Leung “ong,a filter residing af 35 C-nnanght 
Boad, stated that while passing Bauk Wharf he 
s\+ an Koglishman singing and a crowd of 
Chinese looving at him, The Englishman threw 
hs. apiuto the water, c:ntinued singing as he 
walked down the ateps of the pier, then jamped 
into the water and sw m out about two |-ngths. 
‘Witness went on higy way, and did not see the 
mao again. [here were no sampans in the 
vicinity, but the‘man in the water called out 
twice for one, He Was dreased like a man-of- 
war's man. 

The Coroner— You dida't think it necessary 
to interfere aid help him to get out of the 
water P—He could awi -. 

Did he appear to he in diffloulties or was he 
swimming freely ?— He was swimming very fast 
and singing all the time. 

Did you hear 6 man was missing ?—No. 

Could you tell what ship this man belonged 
to by his hat band 2—No, I cannot read English. 

James Macdonsld. signalman at the Peak 
Station, knew the deceased who was signalman 
on the “Tamar.” On December 19th witness 
met deceased at the Naval Canteen at about 
6.30 p.m. They had two drinks together, aod 
left tha Canteen shortly afterwards, Deceased 
thon esid he was going to the Royal Engineer 
canteen. Witnesa went to that osnteen stortly 
after nina o'clock, but did not see or hear 
anything of deceased, who had ‘“‘two or three 

ke in,” but was not drank when witness 
last saw him. 

A. Hyndman, ship's corporal on H. M. 8. 
“Tamar,” said he pissed the liberty men on 
December 19th. Deceased went ashore and had 
not returned at seven next morniag when bis 
leave was up. Witness next siw his body at 
the Mortuary on December 22nd. 

The stiff sargeoa of the‘‘ Tamar ” said he 
made an autopsy of the body of deceased, and 
the condition of the lungs led him to believe 
that death was due to drowning.

No more inospable agent than Lord 
Elgin was, probably, ever employed oo a mission 
of national importanos, bat the conduct of the 
Chinesa al tact did what Elgin would never. 
have dono had he found a muuseh le to creep out 
of. He dawdled irresulutely at Castoo quarrell- 
iog with every on», merchant or offloial in- 
diffsrently ; proteatiag against the job he had 
andertaken to accomplish, yet without the pluck 
to throw it over. ‘I'he more truoulent of the 
‘fiiciala a eing they could do so with impunity: 
rroommenced the old style of boastful inter: 
tereno-, and opsnly ret about drilling ther 
braves, whils the old system of cutting off 
stragglers from the garrison was revived, The 
Canton officials at last ordored all Chinese 
subj-ots at Hongkong to leave ; and proceeded, 
as in the old days, to cut off supplies, 
which compelled Sir Jvhu Bowring to 
take the uffair into bis own hands greatly ta 
Elgiu's chagrin.

Then at last, early iu the spring of 1858, it 
started, and went up to the Gulf of Pechilis 
here the Taka Forts at the entrance of the 
Peiho, thought impregnable by the Chinegs 
Goveroment, were captured, and Elgin went 
on to Tientsin. His orders were to settle 
affairs at Peking itslf for which he bad 
sufficient force, bat the Court being naw 
thoroughly affrighted, sent down in hot haste 
its Commissionera to stop him. With bis 
ucoal shillyehallyiog Lord Elgia permitted 
himself to by talked over. ‘Tuo truaty was not 
of E gin’s oonstruotion, althoagh he charaoteris- 
tically remarked “any fool ould have made it," 
buat had been written out in the Foreign Offlca, 
so thut he bad not the opportauity ot tampering 
with it, or the result would probably have been 
bis :rre. Impatient to get awsy to Japan, 
where be would have oo governors nor

it is carried on; silver still is an important factor 
in the internal circulation of many of the moat 
important countries in the world, of Frauce and 
other Eurvpean stites, America, India and tie 
Far East generally, and perhaps the outcome of 
the present crisis in the West my boto bring about 
renewed attempts to establish a universal standard 
for all commercial nations. It is said that China
